I had just returned from a trip 
thru the Southland to San Diego with 
a side trip to Agua Caliente in Old 
Mexico. We were royally entertained 
in the home of Brother W. M. Corns, 
one of our ministers, while in the 
southern city. We made a brief sur- 
vey of conditions spiritually on both 
sides of the International boundary 
line. The conditions, I am sorry to say, 
are not very promising at the present; 
however, I believe we may possess the 
land when the time comes to move 
forward in that direction. For the 
present, at least, we feel led to leave 
this section to the care of others and 
divert our time and attention to calls 
in other parts. 

Returning to Long Beach, we spent 
two nights with the family. I read and 
answered my mail. I responded to one 
letter in person, it being a special de- 
livery air mail letter with the call for 
the meeting here. We left home at 
3:00 p. m. Saturday in order to make 
the three hundred mile trip in time 
for the Sunday services. We drove all 
night. We had to cross one of the 
mountain ranges some five thousand 
feet high. We soon left the warm sub- 
tropical climate behind and found our- 
selves winding our way thru a blind- 
ing* snow storm with fourteen inches 
on the ground (it had been thirty 
inches deep). It was extremely dan- 
gerous driving with the mountain tops 
bathed in the snow clouds and fog. 
One could scarcely see their way and 
in places huge boulders would come 
smashing down the overhanging bluffs 
into the road. They would be all balled 
up in snow which made them look 
still larger. We tried to find a lodg- 
ing place for the night in some of the 
villages thru which we passed, but as 
all the camps were filled to capacity 
we kept going. Thanks to the snow 
plow crew which cieared up the high- 
way for us, ditching the big stones, 
etc. We sped on and after about sixty 
miles, we suddenly dropped down out 
of the mountain into the beautiful 
San Joaquin Valley with its luxuriant 
sub-tropical growth everywhere which 
rightly gives it the title of the Sun 
Garden. 

Here we said good-bye to Winter 
and good morning to Summer. We 
stopped en route for breakfast with a 
dear Christian family from back East 
in Kentucky where I met Brother 
H. M. Halsey, formerly of Kentucky 
and Ohio, who is a minister of the As- 
gemblies of God. The fellowship was 
sweet as I had not seen the dear 
brother for several years. We laugh- 
ed, cried, and rejoiced. But what 
makes me feel the gladdest is the 
brother has announced his intentions 
of reuniting with the Church of God 
and helping promote its best interest 
in this territory. 

We continued to Fresno where we 
were accorded a hearty welcome. We 
are in the battle for the Lord. — 
city is known as the Raisin Capita 
of the world and is the aye 
of the famous California Sun Mai 
raisins. It is in the middle, practically 
speaking, of San Joaquin Valley a 
is 250 miles long and approximately 
100 miles wide. It is practically sur- 
rounded with snow capped ——— 
at this time of the year, some hig 
peaks have snow all the year. It has a 

70,000 inhabitants, 
population of some ¢V, _ 
of whom many are precious spirit 
ed souls who are real Church of God 
material. But getting them to see this 
is another thing, so pray for us in our 
feeble efforts for God and His church.

“This Is That” 





No true Christian can deny the 
facts recorded in Acts the second 
chapter. Believers who know the Scrip- 
tures admit that one hundred and 


with the Holy Ghost on the day of 
Pentecost. All admit that they all 
spake with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance. They all 
knowledge the 
dizzying, supernatural power of God 
there displayed. “But,” says some, 
| “that was for the Jews. That was not 
meant for our day.” And many other 
similiar objections are waged today 
against the latter rain, which is fall- 


ing copiously everywhere. Therefore, 
let us consider some indisputable 
facts. 


Peter in God’s Will 

Bear in mind now that Peter, speak- 
ing under the power and guidance of 
the Spirit with which he was just fill- 
ed, declared boldly, saying, “This is 
that which was spoken by the prophet 
Joel.” If this, the fullness of the Spirit 
with speaking in tongues, is not that, 
why did Peter say so, and why did 
Luke so record it? But the goods were 
there as signs to prove that Peter 
spoke the truth. If this is that then 
that must be this. If this is that, then 
nothing else can be that. If God says 
this is that (and if God did not speak 
thru Peter that day, Peter lied) then 
what men call that is not that. If 
Peter’s kind of anointing was the ful- 
fillment of Joel’s prophecy, then no 
one who has not recefved Peter’s kind 
has any scriptural ground for claim- 
ing to have enduement with power 
from on high. If this is not that, why 
did they speak in tongues when they 
were filled with the Spirit in Samaria 
and in Caesarea and in Ephesus? Acts 
8, 10, 19. If this is that then no one 
but the one hundred and twenty re 
ceived Joel’s promised experience on 
that day. If this was that and this in- 
troduced the beginning of the New 
Testament church age and they only 
BEGAN to speak with other tongues 
on that day, then nothing short of 
this dare be pronounced that which 
Joel promised. And if this latter rain 
is not thet of Peter’s day, why has 
it the same supernatural phenomena 
of speaking in other tongues and 
spiritual intoxication and joy as at 
Pentecost? And why does it have the 
same reason dizzying and bewildering 
effect on others? If this today, the so- 
called latter rain, is not that of Peter’s 
day; if it is of the devil, as many 
shamefully declare, why do not those 
who claim to know the Word of God 
receive the genuine article? Why do 
they not receive this which Peter de- 
clared is that? If this is that, as Peter 
shouted, and this today has the indis- 
putable earmarks of that, how can any 
honest man reject this? If Peter’s this 
was Joel’s that, and our this is Peter’s 
this, then they who claim Joel’s that 
without the supernatural of Peter’s 
this have neither this nor that. And if 
they have something but have not this 
or that, then it follows that what they 
have or claim to have is a counter- 
feit. If people ask now as they did 
then, What meaneth this? If what 
some men dare to call the baptism or 
anointing with the Spirit is that which 
was spoken by Joel, why do they not 
have the same identical manifestations 
of the Spirit as at Pentecost? We hear 
the echo as it answers, WHY? What 
made them run together to see and 
hear? It was not wealth, for all the 
apostles were poor fishermen. The 
same has been true of the advocates 
of the latter rain. It was not their 
learning and eloquence for the Jews

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perceived that they were ignorant and 
unlearned. They had taken no train- 
ing in elocution. But It was evident 
to all that they had peen with Jesus 
and iearned of Him. The same facts 
are true in this latter rain downpour. | 
As with the apostles so with the work- | 
ers today, they are unknown. The big | 
fellows are too brainy and self-suffi- | 
cient to accept God’s simple but sub- 

lime, supernatural unction from on} 
high. They prefer to persuade even by 
argument and excellency of speech. 
Shame! What is this? Exactly what | 
does the Holy Spirit mean by this? | 
Three times “this” is mentioned. V. 

12, 16, and 38. Certainly “this” cannot 

mean what some teachers claim today 

—that people can be filled with the 

Holy Ghost without speaking in othe? 

tongues. Prophets had that experience 
under the old covenant. This must 

possess some hitherto unknown works 
which makes it different from all that 

had been before. This which Peter had 

just received and of which he was 
then speaking was exceedingly unique. 

Joel’s prophecy was never understood 

until its fulfillment on the day of Pen- 
tecost. Only the one hundred and 
twenty understood it then. The 500 
brethren (1 Cor. 15:6) did not under- 
stand it, though they may have heard 
of it. Not until they experienced “this” 
could they answer the question, What 
meaneth “this”? Men who insist that 
they received the Holy Ghost when 
they accepted Christ have no concep- 
tion of what “this” really is. Men who 
have not received “this” which Peter 
received, and actually enjoy what he 
there enjoyed, know nothing about it, 
though they may seem to speak of it 
ever so wisely. “This is that” and only 
those who experience “this” can pos- 
sibly understand “that.” It was not 
known before that Isa. 28:11,12 should 
then be fulfilled, that with stammer- 
ing lips and another tongue God 
would speak and therewith should 
come the promised rest and the re 
freshing. Neither did anyone know 
until he experienced it, that the out- 
pouring of the Spirit should bring the 
fulfillment of Heb. 4:9, the rest to the 
people of God. The one hundred and 
twenty did not know for what they 
were waiting except that the Holy 
Ghost should be poured out upon 
them and they should be endued with 
power from on high. They did not 
wait for tongues but for the Holy 
Ghost who was promised, and, yet, 
they all spake with tongues, not of 
themselves but “as the spirit gave 
them utterance.” Do you blame them? 
And can we blame saints today if they 
speak as the Spirit gives them utter- 
ance? No sir! 

Today the wise teachers would make 
it appear that Paul discarded speak- 
ing in tongues as childish or unimpor- 
tant. Some would make him teach that 
saints ean be filled or anointed with 
the Spirit (filled and saved at the 
same moment) without speaking in 
other tongues. Of course if teachers 
are not scripturally anointed or en- 
dued with power from on high after 
Peter’s pattern, they fail to see that 
Luke was not called to write the epis- 
tles, the food for the Church of God, 
neither was Paul called to write about 
Pentecost, the power for the Church 
of God. They who are not filled with 
the Spirit sometimes can never go 
on and be filled with all the fullness 
of God and grow up as stall fed calves 
into Christ in all things. Men speak 
and write flippantly of speaking in 
other tongues as if it were a plaything, 
or an optional experience. If other 
tongues is a plaything, why did the

It 
looks hard for such an impression to 
be borne on the voice of man but the 
truth will live unquelled and unex- 
tinguished thru every prevailing 
storm of evil and will be our only 
safe bark to ride the dark billows on 
life’s fitful sea unimpeded and unre- 
spiteful from these low grounds of sin 
and sorrow to our spotless mansions 
of rest beyond the murky river of 
death. The feracity is this I know of 
ministers who are affiliated with the 
same orthodoxy that I am and are 
very voracious as far as the finance 
of earth is concerned, precious souls 
who profess to have such honor con- 
ferred upon them, and then sit and 
nest around home like a flock of geese 
or ducks around a mill pond or a mud 
hole. Dear me! Say, preachers, let us 
arise and be doing. What you say? 
Let’s embrace our loved ones at home 
in our arms and plant kisses of adieu 
upon their faces and say, I must go 
now out into the field of life to rescue 
yonder man and woman who are now 
going down perhaps to rise no more. 
I am sure the favors mentioned in 
Matt. 19:29 will never apply to such 
sort of preachers. To say my best for 
such ministers I would say, Poor par- 
sons, shake loose from that old stale 
and foul spirit that has you bound 
hands and feet where you can’t run 
and handle the Word of God, and has 
your tongue tied so you can’t speak 
the saving truth of God Almighty. I 
concede it is dolorous for us to leave 
our parents and other kindred that 
are extremely dear to us, but read 
carefully the promises that are record- 
ed in God’s Book and this will surely 
inspire and induce us to make more 
rapid pace on our heavenly journey 
for we know perfectly that soon or 
late the clouds in the West will turn 
to gold and we shall receive our sum- 
mons sent by the messenger calling 
us home from the lingering brinks of 
the river into the presence of the 
King. Certainly it pays us to work 
while it is day for the night of death 
is coming when no man will be 
chanced to work. 

I well knew the definition of min- 
istry. I know what leaving home and 
all who are dear to preach Christ’s 
gospel to a hostile and cold hearted 
world is, but it is go or lose the gra- 
cious experience of salvation that God 
enriched my soul with years ago and 
all my other interests to which I have 
so enthusiastically and devotedly 
elung. Amid all the friends of earth- 
life there is no one as incessantly and 
constantly true as mother, The sacri- 
fice just to bid her adieu and go was 
very implorable and heartrending but 
I read where the Bible taught if we 
cast our bread upon the waters we 
shall find it after many days. Eccl. 
11:1. “And again, He that soweth in 
tears shall reap in joy.” “They that 
goeth forth and weepeth bearing pre- 
cious seed shall come again rejoicing 
bringing his sheaves with him.” Psa. 
126:56. “They that be wise shall shine 
as the brightness of the firmament, 
and they that turn many to righteous- 
ness as the stars forever.” Dan. 12:3. 
I feel that among the most disap- 
pointed beings at the judgment 
will be many of the _ preach- 
ers who shirked duty while here and 
failed to abandon their home and fi- 
nance of this life and carry the good 
message of salvation and happiness to 
a time-killing and _ soul-destroying 
world.

My kind mother was 
summoned away to her haven of final 
happiness some time ago and if this 
beautiful world in which we live and 
all that it surrounds were mine I 
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ity. 


Now in closing, let me advise that 
too many of you brethren not rush 
out here unless you have a lot of grace, 
grit, and greenback, or at least enough 
grace to trust God for the rest else 
you had better stay in the Bast for 
there are hundreds of thousands of 
men out of work at the present, it is 
reported. I am told eight thousand 
pentecostal ministers are financially 
stranded in California. I hardly know 
how we have kept going, but God has 
made a way somehow. We have a nice 
little mission in Long Beach with a 
young people’s. meeting and Sunday 
School organized. We hope to set a 
church in order before the Assembly 
if we can keep it going. We are hop- 
ing for better times. Pray for Califor- 
nia.—J. H. Ingram, Overseer of Calif.

If it is a plaything why did not 
the one hundred and twenty play 
theirs before the Spirit came? If it is 
an optional experience why did the 
first disciples ALL speak in tongues? 
Tf it does not matter, why did any of 
the disciples speak in new tongues? If 
speaking in tongues is childish or 
optional why did the apostle Paul say, 
“I thank God I speak in tongues more 
than you all?” Why did he also say, 
“Forbid not to speak with tongues?” If 
speaking in tongues is such a little 
thing and of optional importance, why 
did the Holy Ghost sovereignly pre- 
cipitate that marvelous, awe-inspiring 
phenomenon upon the one hundred 
and twenty in Jerusalem? If as men 
now teach, that speaking in tongues 
is fanaticism or a sign of weakness 
or dangerous, why did God not fill the 
one hundred and twenty without giv- 
ing them utterance in other tongues? 
If we can be filled without tongues 
now, why could not they then? It is 
too bad that our God did not wait till 
the last twenty-four years and counsel 
with the wise men of today. They 
would show Him that He could run 
His church without the supernatural 
operations and gifts of the Spirit. They 
would tell Him that it is not popular 
to speak in new tongues and it is of 
no use, nor to heal the sick, at least 
in public. What a pity that the Church 
of God in Corinth was ever anointed 
with the Holy Ghost, not simply after 
modern men’s fashion but after the 
scriptural fashion, they spoke in 
tongues as on the day of Pentecost. 
Dear reader, do you not see that Paul 
and his associates preached Pentecost 
to the Christians at Corinth? Do you 
see that they were despised Church of 
God people? Hallelujah! And do you 
not see that instead of Paul contra- 
dieting Peter in his teaching and prac- 
tice, he imitated him? Surely those 
saints were filled with the Spirit as 
were the one hundred and twenty at 
Pentecost and as in the house of Cor- 
nelius and the twelve in Ephesus, else 
the gifts of chapter twelve could never 
have been regulated. Preachers and 
people who have not been scripturally 
anointed with the Spirit, of course, 
have none of the gifts of the Spirit, 
neither have they any business to try 
to set ig order those who have receiv- 
ed the Spirit. They are being set in 
order by the Spirit. A preacher who 
does not teach the gift of the Spirit 
as Peter taught and experienced it is 
not a New Testament preacher, even 
though he has ability or knowledge of 
the scriptures. He deceives and mis- 
leads his hearers. A congregation that 
forbids speaking in other tongues is 
not a New Testament church anyway. 
It deceives and discards the distinc- 
tive sign and supernatural phenome- 
non with which this New Testament 
Church of God period began. The one 
hundred and twenty “began” to speak 
in tongues which implies that that 
phenomenon should continue. Such a 
congregation, even if it stands for di- 
vine healing, puts itself with the dis- 
ciples before Christ’s death. Oh what 
a plight! Dear reader, in all candor 
I ask you, Shall we let men’s brains 
reason away this mighty, supernatural 
manifestation of God’s power because 
it may appear weak or childish or 
foolish or fanatical to some people? 
“The foolishness of God is wiser than 
men and the weakness of God is 
stronger than men.” 1 Cor. 1:25. The 
“latter rain” like the “former rain” 
has proven this to be true. Despite its 
shortcomings, amazing has been the 
worldwide awakening in the last twen- 
ty-four years, the God of Pentecost 
working wonders everywhere.
